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MESSAGE  TO  THE  STUDENTS 


Each  year  in  our  high  school  the  students  are  given  a  freer  hand  at  conducting  the 
school  government.  The  giving  of  responsibilities  to  the  students  by  the  administration  is 
purposeful  for  it  gives  the  student  body  the  opportunity  to  make  decisions  that  will  aid 
in  molding  the  future  of  the  individual  student. 

When  one  looks  over  past  yearbooks  it  is  interesting  to  see  that  every  year  the  number 
of  positions  of  student  leadership  has  increased  at  a  steady  pace. 

This  year  has  been  a  year  of  anticipation  for  we  are  all  looking  forward  to  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  new  high  school.  The  entrance  into  a  new  school  will  create  many  new  experi¬ 
ences  which  must  be  faced  by  you  students  who  will  be  privileged  to  attend  school  in 
the  fine  new  plant.  With  this  great  opportunity  there  also  come  numerous  problems  which 
must  be  faced,  especially  by  those  who  will  be  in  positions  of  student  leadership. 

The  persons  who  this  spring  are  running  for  student  body  office  must  assume  tre¬ 
mendous  responsibilities  if  elected  to  these  positions  of  trust  by  their  fellow  students.  Each 
one  of  you,  nominees,  has  been  carefully  selected  to  run  for  your  respective  positions.

Last  year  99.2%  of  the  eligible  Astoria  High  School  voters  cast  their  ballots  in  the 
student  body  election.  This  year  it  is  expected  of  every  eligible  voter  to  cast  his  ballot  on 
election  day. 

This  year  the  campaigning  is  on  a  more  limited  scale  as  compared  with  years  in  the 
near  past.  There  were  two  reasons  for  this  limitation.  First  of  all,  the  candidates  for  he 
various  offices  felt  that  the  expense  and  time  of  an  exhausting  splurge  would  not  prove 
correctly  the  merits  of  the  individual  candidate.  Second,  and  again  most  important,  the 
limitations  were  set  to  prepare  the  student  body  for  the  coming  years  in  the  new  high 
school  where  campaigning  would  definitely  be  limited. 

Again  may  I  urge  every  candidate  to  give  his  utmost  during  the  campaign.  Remem¬ 
ber,  ibeing  a  bit  philosophical,  “winning  is  not  the  paramount  aim;  but  how  you  play  the 
game.”  You  all  can’t  win,  but  you  all  can  try  as  hard  as  you  can. 

To  you  voters: When  you  vote  in  the  student  body  election  be  sure  you  cast  your  ballot 
for  the  person  who  you  feel  will  do  the  best  job.  Don't  allow  petty  jealousies  to  block  you 
from  voting  for  the  most  qualified  candidate.  Above  all,  be  sure  to  vote,  and  vote  well.
